Ralph Brooks th rew' h is fund transfer bomb 
into th e works. Lincoln was to lose $1.1 
million as a

of th e 
projjosed 
transfer to th e city of Omah a of some 
$4.4 million from Interstate work in th is 
area and west to Grand l.sland 
Now, h owever, Governor Brooks h as given 
h is Slate High way Department and tlie city 
of Lincoln a deadline 
of 
June 
1. 
1960 
in 
wh ich to use its funds 
or lose th em. T h i .5 
money w ill be spent on 
th e Lincoln connection with th e Interstate, 
running out 9 th and 10th to a point just 
north and at th e west edge of Belmont. 
Th e program will devote some $300,000 to 
planning and engineering and anoth er $800.- 
000 to righ t-of-way acquisition. Th is still 
leaves in doubt $2.7 million originally sch ed­ 
uled for righ t-o.-way acquisition on th e Lin- 
coln-to-Grand Island segment of th e Inter­ 
state. If th e governor stands on h is order 
of last week, th is money will still be trans­ 
ferred to work in Omah a. 
However, th e Lincoln-Grand Island situa- 
atlon sh ould be cleared up as th e Lincoln 
eonneetlon h as been. Th e governor sh ould 
find out h ow fast th is money could h e spent 
if left as orginally planned and h ow any 
transfer would ultimately affect th e wh ole 
interstatv pk'ture. If th e funds cannot be 
spent before additional money 
w o u l d be­ 
come available, th ere is no point in h old­ 
ing th em. 
Or, If th e availability of construction funds 
for th e Lincoln-Grand Island leg would 
make planning and righ t-of-way spending 
prem ature at th is time, th en th at, too, would 
be sufficient cause for transfer of th e funds 
to completion of th e Interstate between 
th e Missouri River and Lincoln. 
★ 
But th ese funds sh ould not be transferred 
w'ith out th e concurrence of th e state engi­ 
neer. He is th e only one in a position to 
say with auth ority wh at kind of a time 
sch edule is possible and h ow much con­ 
struction money migh t be expected in th e 
nex several years. Even granting th e ab­ 
sence of any political considerations in th e 
proposed transfer of th ese funds, th e gov-

ernor’s order was issued with out sufficient 
cause in th e case of th e Lincoln money. 
It sh ould now be determined in a factual 
manner 
f th ere is cause for transfer of 
th e Lincoln-Grand Island funds. Th e gover­ 
nor Is obviously displeased with past prog­ 
ress with in th e High way Department and 
with Lincoln city officials. It i» in th is dis­ 
pleasure th at we find h e h as performed a 
service for th e public, th ough it was a weak 
foundatioii for bis action of last week. 
¥ 
So far as th e State High way Department 
is concerned, Brooks is th e governor and 
h as control over th is department. If it 
isn’t operating efficiently, it is h is job to 
ch ange th ings. He appointed th e present de­ 
partment h ead and th e appointment, it mu.st 
be said, was accepted in th e spirit of pub­ 
lic duty. 
On th is basis, th e state engineer sh ould 
not be made a wh ipping boy for mistakes 
In th e governor’s Judgment. But th e Inter­ 
state and h igh way matters in general h ave 
never moved very rapidiv. Th e governor 
is correct In h is disgust with th is situa­ 
tion but h e sh ould be seeking a solution to 
th e problem, not trying to find a scape­ 
goat for it. 
Th e governor is even more correct in 
h is criticism of th e city of Lincoln. Despite 
assertions by Mayor 
Pat Boyles th at Lin- 
coin is not at fault in 
th is .situation, th ere is 
a great deal to support 
th e oth er point of view. Lincoln h as refused 
to initiate any counseling with th e state 
over th e Interstate connection route until 
very recently. Th e City Council h as not 
directed its own engineering department 
with any firmness in th is matter and in 
h ardly any oth er traffic matters up to th e 
present time and th e possible exception now 
of th e North east Diagonal. 
Th e city h as deliberately wash ed its h ands 
of th e 9 th and 10th c o n n e c t i o n route 
th rough th e north west part of Lincoln and 
beyond because th is is a political h ot po­ 
tato. Lincoln would be foolish to be so naive 
as to th ink it is going to get anyth ing merely 
by sitti.q back and waiting for th e oth er 
guy to carry th ings forward. Brooks sh ould 
h ave succeeded in teach ing Lincoln a les­ 
son with th is episode but, unfortunately, th e 
city does not appear to want to learn any­ 
th ing.

Balloon is Popped 


Nebraska literally h ad its feet replanted 
on th e soil with announcement by Frontier 
Airlines th at it will seek to cancel certain 
north ern routes in th e state and reduce oth ­ 
ers. Wh ile Frontier h as been severely criti­ 
cized in th is m atter am’ for oth er actions 
in th e past, th ere are a few facts yet avail­ 
able on wh ich a decision can be made in 
regards to th e advisability of th is latest ac­ 
tion. 
Nebraska knew wh en it took th is new' 
service on some month s ago th at it would 
h ave to generate traffic or lose th e service. 
Frontier h as, ’t w-ould seem, been prema­ 
ture in announcing its cuts — failing to 
give th e state a sufficient trial period in 
wh ich to develop air travel. But if th e air­ 
lines is wrong in th is, th e Civil .\eronautics 
Board sh ould make such a determination 
and order th e service continued 
for th e 
proper trial period. 


Nebraska is also entitled to facts on th e 
operational sch edule of th e Frontier service 
—wh eth er fligh ts h ave been kept on sch ed­ 
ule and wh at th e traffic h as been. It is 
evident th at th e C.\B h as a serious re­ 
sponsibility in th is matter as th e Frontier 
decision would leave some north ern parts 
of Nebraska completely with out any form 
of public transportation. 
It sh ould be recognized in th is dispute 
with Frontier, h owever, th at Nebraska took 
a big gamble in bringing in th is expanded 
air service. Th ere was noth ing by way of a 
guarantee in th e beginning th at such serv­ 
ice would be continued and it is difficult 
to see to th is day h ow th e necessary traf­ 
fic for permanent service could be gener­ 
ated. .At th is point th ere is little th at can be 
done oth er th an wait for th e full story to 
be unfolded before th e C.AB. 


The Self- Defeating Idea 


Th e 
Department 
of - Agriculture 
h as 
warned th at th e long rise in farm assets 
and equities is due for a reversal. It ex­ 
pects th e reversal to become apparent 
during 1960 and 1961. 
Th e department tied its conclusion to two 
principal factors — decline in prices and 
increased costs. It noted th at farm* debt 
rose during 1959, and wh atever gains were 
made in th e agricultural position stemmed 
largely f r om a continuing rise in land 
values. 
It would be presumptuous to say th at a 
dip in values is th e beginning of th e end. 
Neverth eless, th e ph enomenon warrants a 
realistic inquiry into th e forces wh ich h ave 
sustained farm values. Such an inquiry can 
reveal th e dangers of tinkering with th e pil­ 
lars upon wh ich present day agriculture 
rest. One of th em is th e principie of parity. 
Th e administration h as succeeded in evict­ 
ing th e parity principle from corn produc­ 
tion and is now pursuing it in th e instance 
of wh eat. It ach ieved its ends first by apply­ 
ing a declining percentage of parity in price 
supports. In th e next step it h as partially 
succeeded in substituting a support based 


on an average of previous open market 
prices with an open end of unlimited pro­ 
duction. 
It is incontestable th at farm 
property 
values for more th an 20 years h ave rested 
not upon wh at farm production Could earn 
on th e open market, but rath er upon th e 
guaranteed parity support price. It is th e 
same influence th at h as maintained th e open 
market price. Th at price h as always h ad to 
compete with th e parity figure in order to 
obtain th e farm product. 
It is only to be expected, th en, th at wh en 
such price supports end th e prop th at h as 
sustained values will end with th em. 
Th is inevitability h as been th e frustrating 
fa^'tor in th e administratior’s approach to 
a farm remedy. Th e logical end of it is th e 
collapse of th e agricultural economy, wh ich 
is a condition th e nation cannot accept. 
Th at is wh y, in th e long run, a principle 
akin to parity cannot be evicted. Th e efforts 
to destroy it will only see it return in es­ 
sence, albeit it, perh aps, by some ot h e r 
name. Meantime, th e nation and agriculture 
are experiencing pain because of a futile 
effort to prove someth ing th at isn’t so. 


An Abiding Following 


Panamanian citizens — some of th em at 
least — are continuing to demonstrate 
against th e United States. 
Some h undreds of miles east across th e 
warm and bland waters of th e Gulf and 
th e Caribbean, Cuba’s Castro 
regime 
is 
jerking ranch land from th e h ands of Amer­ 
ican owners in wh at h e calls a land re­ 
form program. 
Elsewh ere in Latin America anyone wh o 
wants a body of followers can always get 
th em by denouncing th e Colossus of th e 
North . It is a trying position for th e United 
States. If it insists on fair righ ts it is an 
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oppressor. If it does not th en it is a vic­ 
tim. 
Th is is a problem th at perpetually plagues 
American diplomacy. 
It is questionable th at th e 
specific 
in­ 
stances of Latin American disaffection are 
more th an symptoms of an underlying lack 
of understanding. Th e 
disaffection 
more 
probably goes deeper — dowm into th e bed­ 
rock of social concepts. 
Th e Latiii-American countries were west­ 
ernized th rough Spanish conquest, a sys­ 
tem 'based on force and exploitation. Th e 
elements of democracy and equality, wh ich 
citizens of th e United States ch erish most, 
were not of th e Spanish pattern. With th e 
latter th e victor was th e ruling class and 
th e righ tful taker of wh at is wish ed from 
th e faceless masses. Th e unh appy Latin- 
Americans wh o h ave sh ed so much blood 
for idealized democracy h ave ach ieved it 
but sligh tly. Its efforts so easily flip over 
into oppressive dictato’-sh ips. It is under­ 
standable th at all governments appear to 
th ose troubled people as exploiters, and th e 
United States is no exception. 
Th e Castro revolution is of th e 
same 
stuff. Just as h e rallied h is people to th row 
off th e Batista dictatorsh ip, h e now contin­ 
ues h is h old by naming th e United States 
as an oppressor. Liberation in such places 
must go on and on because it h as become 
an end in itself. As th e course of revolution 
is going it is to be expected th at Castro, 
once h e h as played out th e anti-U.S. line,- 
will settle down to a dictatorsh ip as all h is 
governing antecedents -h ave. 
Th e 
anti­ 
democratic h eritage is h ard to th row off.

Cancer Producing 


WASHINGTON - T h e r e 
h as been a h ot backstage 
wire-pulling contest to keep 
ah oth er cancer-causing 
in­ 
gredient from being banned 
for farm use. One of th e 
biggest industries in th e na­ 
tion, 
represented 
by 
th e 
.American F'eed .Manufactur­ 
ers Association, h as lined up 
on one side. -Against it are 
th e doctors of th e National 
Cancer Institute. In th e mid­ 
dle is Secretary of Health , 
Education, and Welfare Ar­ 
th ur Flemming. 
-At issue is a feeding ad­ 
ditive called dieth ylstilbest- 
rol wh ich is used in th e feed­ 
ing of about 85 per cent of 
th e beef cattle of th e nation. 
Developed by Iowa 
S t a t e 
University and marketed ex­ 
clusively by Eli Lilly & Co., 
it h as been found by th e .Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute to pro­ 
duce cancer in mice, rats, 
rabbits and guinea pigs. 
Th e institute came up with 
some evidence th at stilbest­ 
rol, as it’s known in t h e 
trade, generates a residue 
in turkeys, ch ickens and live 
stock wh ich migh t induce 
cancer in people, especially 
women, Iowa State Univer­ 
sity h as been warned of th is 
fact. Th e Food and Drug .Ad­ 
ministration h as also sent 
out warnings to feed produc­ 
ers regarding th e effect on 
animals. But, unlike cran­ 
berries, no action h as been 
taken. 
T h e 
medical 
profession 
generally is at sixes a n d 
sevens as to wh eth er stil­ 
bestrol can induce cancer in 
h umans and some doctors 


do not agree with th e find­ 
ings of th e National Cancer 
Institute. However, th e in­ 
stitute laboratory tests are 
categorical 
th at 
stilbestrol 
does cause cancer in ani­ 
mals, and some of its doc­ 
tors feel th at it is potenti­ 
ally 
more dangerous th an 
contaminated cranberries. 


Stilbestrol contains female 
h ormones similar to th ose 
produced by female glands. 
Wh en fed to steers, turkeys 
or ch ickens, it h as a neuter- 
izing effect on th e male sex 
producing 
more 
fat in 
a 
sh orter time. But an over­ 
dose of th ese h ormones, al­ 
ready present in women’s 
bodies, could cause cancer 
of th e breast or th e uterus, 
doctors of th e Cancer Insti­ 
tute h ave found. 
Institute 
doctors point out th at t h e 
danger from eating normal 
amounts 
of 
meat 
is 
not 
great, but is accumulative. 
Th us 
traces 
of 
th e 
drug 
eaten in meat are likely to 
stimulate dormant cancer in 
a woman wh ose breast h as 
already been removed be­ 
cause of cancer. Or a woman 
using cosmetics 
in 
wh ich 
carcinogens are p r e s e n t 
migh t suffer from stilbestrol 
in m-eat. 
In 
any 
event, 
wh eth er 
dangerous or not, an amend­ 
ment to th e last law spon­ 
sored by Rep. Jam es De­ 
laney. New York Democrat, 
is quite clear th at any addi­ 
tive, even if producing can­ 
cer only in animals, must 
be banned.

The action by the two uni­ 
versities meant their relin­ 
quishing almost half a mil­ 
lion dollars in funds available 
to them from the federal gov­ 
ernment as loans to needy 
students.

Yale President A. Whitney | 
Griswold said his university; 
would make no further com­ 
mitments for loans under the 
National Deteii'#» Act of 1958 
as long as the “ negative af­ 
fidavit” is required in addi­ 
tion to the oath of support for 
the U.S. Constitution. 
(’ash Overboard 
Harvard President Nathan 
M. Puscv, who said the uni­ 
versity 
was 
relinquishing 
$.157,873 in federal funds, de­ 
scribed the “ affidavit of dis­ 
belief” as “ misguided.” 
v.\-spokesman for Yale said 
the university has been allo­ 
cated $210,(Kk) since the act 
went into effect, of which all 
hut about $50,000 has been re­ 
ceived. The spokesman said 
most of the remaining $50,000 
would go back to the govern­ 
ment. 
Griswold 
aid the loyalty 
affidavit “ is contrary to the 
classic principles of our col­ 
leges and universities.” 
The affidavit 
requires 
a 
student applying for a loan 
to swear that he does not be­ 
lieve in, belong to, or sup­ 
port "any organization that 
l)elieves in or teaches t h c 
overthrow of the U n i t e d 
States government by force 
or violence or by any illegal 
or unconstitutional methods.”
